  15   (a) A person may not willfully or knowingly obtain or exert unauthorized 
  16  control over property, if the person: 
 
  17    (1) intends to deprive the owner of the property; 
 
  18    (2) willfully or knowingly uses, conceals, or abandons the property in a 
  19  manner that deprives the owner of the property; or 
 
  20    (3) uses, conceals, or abandons the property knowing the use, 
  21  concealment, or abandonment probably will deprive the owner of the property. 
 
  22   (b) A person may not obtain control over property by willfully or knowingly 
  23  using deception, if the person: 
 
  24    (1) intends to deprive the owner of the property; 
 
  25    (2) willfully or knowingly uses, conceals, or abandons the property in a 
  26  manner that deprives the owner of the property; or 
 
  27    (3) uses, conceals, or abandons the property knowing the use, 
  28  concealment, or abandonment probably will deprive the owner of the property. 
 
  29   (H) (1) IF A PERSON IS CONVICTED OF A VIOLATION UNDER THIS SECTION

   9   (A) SUBJECT TO THE PROVISIONS OF SUBSECTION (B) OF THIS SECTION, ON

  11  THAT AN INDIVIDUAL LICENSED IN THE STATE HAS BEEN CONVICTED OF A 
  12  VIOLATION UNDER § 7-104 OF THE CRIMINAL LAW ARTICLE FOR A FAILURE TO PAY
